Earth, the Spirit, and the Water, and the Blood, 
and theſe three agree in one. Vue receive the 
Witneſs of Men, the Witneſs of God is greater; for 
this is the Witneſs of God, which he hath teſtified 
of his Son. He that believeth on the Son of God, 
. bath the Witneſs in himſelf ; he that believeth 
not God, hath made him a Liar, becauſe he be- 
hieveth not the Record that God gave of his Son. 
And this is the Rerurd that God hath given to us 
eternal Life, and this Life is in his Son. Hethat 
hath the Son hath Life ; and he that hath not the 
Son of God hath not Life. Theſe Things have 1 
dyrxitten unto you that believe on the Name of ths 

Lon of God, that ye may know that ye have eter- 


= nal Life, 1 John v. 6, 7, 8, 9, 10, 11, 12, 13. 


Here every one that readeth may fee plain, that 
nothing leſs than the inward Witneſs or Teſti- 
mony ſhould fatisfy us that we are Believers. Yea, 
the Apoſtle ſpeaks clearly, ſaying that all (how- 
ever they may ſay they believe) if they don't be- 
lieve the Witneſs or Record of GOD, they make 


- GOD a Liar. GOD faith All (that is, all in the 


New Covenant) ſhall know me, from the leaft to 
"the greateſt, Jer. xxx1. 34. And again, He has

He that 
hath the Son hath Life, and he that hath not the 
Son of God . hath not Li ſe. In theſe Words allo 
he ſheweth moſt evidently, that every Believer 
hath Chriſt his Life dwelling in him; ſo that a 
Believer can ſay as St. Paul, I live, and yet not 
J. but Chriſt liveth in me, and the Life that I 
now live in the Fleſh, I live by the Faith of the 
Son of God, Gal. ii. 20. So writing to the Co 
ſians he ſaith, WhenChriſt, who is our Life, hail 
appear, then ſhall you 540 appear with him in 
Glory, Col. iii. 4. after the Apoſtle had 
ſaid, that he Record which God giveth r s is eter- 
nal Life, and that this Life is in the Son: be 


ſaith, Whoſo hath the Son, hath Life ; that is, 


he liveth unto GOD, Chriſt liveth in him; as 
Chriſt himſelf faith, John vi. 56. And to prove

Again, where the Apoſtle was ſpeaking of the 
Witneſs in Heaven, he alto ſpeaketh of a Witneſs 
in Earth; that is, the ſectet Manifeſtation of 
Chriſt to 'bis Sheep, as is not known unto the 
World; for as every Shepherd marketh his Sheep, 
ſo alſo doth the good Shepherd of Hrael; he giveth 
them a new Name which no Man knoweth, ſauing 
he that receiveth it. This is that inward Wit- 
neſs, of which I mow been hitherto ſpeaking, even 
the Witneſs of ret, the Water, and the 
Blood. The & Bp itſelf beareth Witneſs with our 
Spirit (ſaith Paul) that we are the Sons of Gods, 
Rom. 15 16. that ie, that we are begotten and 
born into a new Life, and made GOD's Heim by 


Adoption, 
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Adoption, having the Spirit of his Son in our | 
Hearts, 1 can call GOD, as Feſus did, 
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my Father. He beareth Witneſs alſo, that we 
are waſhed from all our Guilt and Sin, through 
the Power of his mighty working, in the Blood 
of the Lamb. Some, becauſe they would fain 
look on themſelves as Believers, want to find out 
a Way to prove the Spirit of Adoption in them, 
unknown to them. But to anſwer ſuch, I would 


here recite a few more Scriptures, wherein is 


proved, the Knowledge of Chrif in us the Hoe 
of Glory, and the Aſſurance the Children of GOD 
have in him. The Holy Spirit is by our Saviour 
often called the Comforter : Now he cannot be 
ſaid to be our Comforter, if we don't know whe- 
ther he be in us or no; yea, if we d-m't know him 
ours, we are left in an uncomfortable and deſti- 
tute Condition. Neither can it be ſaid he is our 
Witneſs, when we know nothing of him, neither 
can ſo much as ſay, we have received him. Our 
Saviour ſpeaks much to aſſure his Children of 


their having the Spirit, he ſaith, T vil} not leave 


you comfortleſs, I will come to you, John xiv. 
18. — 2 db Kor Ghoſt he faith, Til ſend 
him unto you, Chap. xvi. 7. In that Day fpal}
